——

| Antecedents nnd Connections,

The nume Peabody is supposed to have
been derived from Boadie, a kinsmen of Boa-
dicen, who after one of the disastrons conllicts
of the Brifons with the Homans in the first
century, relired to the mounining of Wales,
snd became the progenitor of a lavge family.

Jondie, nmong the ancient Britons, signified
man, and Pean signifies mountain: hiace
Boadie and his {ribe came + be known ns
Pea-boadies, o mountain men, The name
afterward took ve-icas forms, and the father
of Franeis P Loody was John Paybody, the
ancssior of both the Pabodie and the Peabody
fanmilies of Rhode Islund. John Paybody
come to this conntry in the same venr with
his #on Francis Peabody, but not in the same
vensel, and settled in a different colony, His
descendants of the second generation dropped
the firet y from the nowe, aud their children
were 8o unwise oy to change the last to ie.

Francis Perbody, the son of John Paybody,
and the ancestor of the great philanthropist
whom the world mourns, wias born in St.
Alban's; Hertfordshive, Eogland, in 1011, and
came to Massnchusetts in 1635, in the ship
Plunter, being named in a certiicate required
of emigrants at that time s “husbandman,”
He first settled at Ipswich, but in the summer
of 1648 removed to Humpton, with thirteen
otheve, the party being the orviginal settlers of
thiat town, He was made freeman in 1642
snd in 1649 was chosen as one of three mon
to “ende small causes.” In 1050, “*being
minded."” as he said, “to live neaver Boston,"
he moved to Topsfield, where he became o
large landbolder.

f Girear Financial Scandal,
London is soon to be treated with the de-
tailg of a great finnneial seandal, involving a
loss to the unfortunate sharcholders of the
Imperial Land Company of Marseilles of no
less than £764,719, or nearly fonr million
dollars,  As yot only the outline of the case
is given, It seoms that in 1566 the Credit
Foncier and Mobilier of England, Agra and
Masterman's Bank, and the national bank
ln('t'nnw the ]\l'lllmltl'l‘ri of a land t':l!ll]!:lll_\:
with the above name, with a capital of
£1,.600,000, The directors weore four udem-
bers of Parlinment, none of them well known
on this side of the Atlantie, M. Emile de
Girardin, and abont a dozen other gentle-
men of London and Purvis, In the prospec-
tus it was stated that the company bad been
in process of orgnoization for nearly
a year, and that on the purchase of the land
which was to be the basis of the company’s
operations un immedinte payment of L0016, -
2 must be mnade, the rest of the purchase
woney to be paid in instalments. The stock-
holders were to have 10 per cent, divided for
the first two years, and were led to expect
that afterwards, besides that rate of interest,
they might expect still further gainsg in stock
and premivms,  The scheme was very attrac-
tive, and notwithstanding that geveral dan-
gerous features were pointed out by the
daily press of London, the shares were
quickly tiken, Nevertheless, after a short
career the company failed, and the Court
of Chancery appointed three well-known
gentlernen as  liquidators. The affairs
of tho company were lately brought
into nolice by a circular addressed
by the chairman of the Credit Foncier of Eng-
land to the sharcholders of that company, the
assipgneo of the Credit Foncier and Mobilier
of ngland. He says that under the present
liquidation of the Imperial Marseilles Land
Conspany, the shareholders of Credit Fongcier
are threatened with the danger of having to
pay up their lisbilities to be expended in
winnton and frmitless litigation, Ife there-
fore calls a mecting of the Credit Fonecier for
the purpose of memorializing the Vice-Chan-
cellor to change the liguidators, This cir-
oular was published in the money articles of
the London pupers, and served to bring ont
a reply from tho liguidators, showing why
tLe Uredit Foncier is so anxions to have the
liquidation otherwise administered. They say
that they have discovered that while the
promoters of the comwpany professed to have
paid for the land in Marssilles the sum of
L1, 00,028, they in reality paid only the sum
of Cl, 604, and that the balance, £764,719,
or more than two-thirds, “‘found its way into
the pockets of certein persons from whom we,
the liguidators, shall seek to regover it.”
They add that the companies vepresented by
the writz> of the viveular veferred to received
more than half the amount, and that steps
have been taken to bring the matter to the
attention of the conrt, so that the sharehold-
ers iy receive some of the money they have
paid, It appears to be by no means certain
that the offense of which the promoting com-
panies were guilty is one that ean be reached
by the law, but the trial of the case will bring
out some points of great intorest,
